W e are all looking for m ore trade, m ore work and improved conditions. 
This applies t<> the man in business 
as w ell as to the producers. 
T he business man wants more customers, the customers w ant more w ork. 
Neither can be blamed tor these 
wants. 
N ow , it is only fair to say that if business men w ant the trade of a community, they should give preference to the 
products of that community. 
The producers of another community are in no position to give their trade to this 
community. 
W e have in mind a condition wherein 150 cigarmakers and their fam ilies, besides many others depending on 
this industry for a living in this city. The wages earned by these people I iud a way into the regular business ch an ­ 
nels of Jacksonville merchants. 
The m ost of these merchants show their appreciation of this fact by patronizing 
the products of our home factories. 
T here are some, however, who ask a n d expect the trade of hom e people, and 
who persist in buying brands of cigars m ade in otner cities; cigars especially made in trust factories, under trust 
conditions. 
Only a few months ago a general demand was m ade in these trust factories for higher wages and better w ork­ 
ing conditions, so that the men and women could live more decently, and not be compelled to wear their last sum ­ 
m e r ’s clothing in the winter. 
They were met by the police with clubs, and by the courts with jail sentences for 
their audacity. 
They were starved into submission. 
These acts, influenced by the trusts, show their utter heart­ 
lessness, their disregard of the needs and righty of others, especially those w ho made their products, who did no 
more than attem pt to improve their condition. 
Cigars made in these factories do not bear the Union babel, y e t there are some dealers here who persist in h and­ 
ling them, and even making a display of them, in preference to the superior home product. 
Jacksonville has a record in the manufacture of cigars that is the envy o f other cities. This w a s accomplished 
honorably, after many years of patience by our manufacturers, in conjunction with skilled labor. 
_ 
In the making of a cigar skill is required. Therefore it is required that an apprentice in a Union shop serve 
three years before he becomes a journeyman. In a trust shop no skill is required; much is done by machinery, and 
what is called the “team system ”, under which no em ployee m akes a com plete cigar. Specialization induces speed, 
the trust sets a low price per thousand, th e employee speeds up, and in this way is enabled to just about, keep from 
starvation; and these cigars, made under such conditions, are placed before us by some of our dealers in competi­ 
tion with the honest work, and widely known good character o f Jacksonville cigars.

So the saloon bas in fact by the 
logic of the situation been relegated 
to the rear and forever and it is as 
useless to talk of it here as to dis­ 
cuss Hie right to secede from tho 
union.

the food ad m in istra tio n which re­ 
moves the ban from pork on Satur­ 
day and abolishes various meatless 
meals d u rin g the week. The complete 
ruling on this question is contained 
in the following o r d e r sent to M. F. 
Dunlap, Morgan county food adm in­ 
istrato r: 
To County and Local Food Admin­ 
istrato rs: 
We are now prepared to officially 
a n nounc e the change for the time 
being an d until f u rth e r notice, of 
the food 
a d m inistration 
program 
wit ii re g a rd to m eatless and pork- 
less days and m e a ls as outlined iii 
the public press of March 4th. 
We, 
therefore, 
as k you, to a n ­ 
nounce definitely an d in such a way 
th a t all m ay have notice, that there 
will fie but one m eatless day, viz. 
T uesday of each 
week, and that 
m eatless meals and porkless Satur­ 
day need not be observed. 
Lamb 
and m u tto n may be used on Tues­ 
days until April 15th. 
This modification in the rules is 
for th e purpose of securing a re­ 
duction in the consum ption of bread 
st ii A’s, not only w h e a t but the sub­ 
stitutes as well, which th e larger 
use of m e at will greatly assist. 
In 
explanation of this te m p o rary change 
in p ro g ram , it m ay lie said th a t the 
g rea ter supply of 
m eat is due to 
sho rtag e in tran sportation, arising 
largely from w e a th e r conditions, and 
the desire of th e 'farm ers to feed 
their soft corn before spoiling has 
led to forced feeding of animals and 
stock is of increased weight gener­ 
ally, and ready for the market ea r­ 
lier.
